When talking of the material gathering activities this time, “r Sslisbery said with 
pride: “We beve cowered the greater part of the road previcwsly taken Sy the fed Arey 
during the Loug “Merch.” 


Salisbury enthusiastically talked about bis on-the-spot visit to the former site of 
Lazikes battlefield. “Only whee vou cose to the site, ia froat of the steep precipice of 
the asturel berrier of Lazikow, can the scene of the Sed Arey clisbice ep the steep 
precipice. treving the reining bullets of the enemy troops, resppesr ian rour sind. 
This wes really tecredible. Gere the pass was satrow and steep, with sechinegens of 
the enemy troops ic position. Fighting comtiave from the afternmooe watil 22. and 
the fed Arey was emabdle to overcome the enemy. Chairmen “Meo organized « speria! 
contiageat thet used ropes to cliab’ to the back of the precipice. “ow they were on 
the high grownd overlooking the enemy, and in this way the fighting soon came to an 
ent.” Ge waved his hand while talking sbowt thiv: “Wo, I cammot exuplain «i! thts 
clearly to vou. Fou gust go there is persoe so that vou can really auderstand the 
courage end eadeunted spirit exhibited by these fighters.” 


On the snowr ecunteins and the grassland crossed by the Bed Arer during the Lome “arch. 
Sslisbury personally experienced the everchanging clisate, thereby deepening his ender- 
standing of thie goer arduous, solemn, and stirring incident for the ted Arey.

He 
was appoiated deputy chairman of the Soviet Couac’! of Ministers in Search 1974 and its 
first deputy chairman in October 1989. Ge has been in charge of the Soviet foreign 
economic lisisos work for quite some time. In the 19530"s. be was chie’ séviser to the 
Sewiet specialists working ia China and took part in the work of formulatiag aod iaple- 
menting Chiaa’s First S-yvear Plan for developing its sations!l ecoccer. Satursliy, éurias 
his visit, be will discess with leaders of the Chinese Goverment and depaertuents conm- 
cerned the issues of developing the ecomomy, trade, and scientific ead technical cooe- 
@ratice between Chins aad the Soviet Unice. Se will s)-o hawe an opportemity to per- 
sonally see economic coustructicoe is Chias. 


The peoples of Chins and the Soviet Unica have torged 2 profound friendship ia the 
course of protracted revoleticasry struggles and construction aad they had frequent and 
close comtec’s in the past. Subsequentiy. these kinds of costacts were suspended dur 
basically to reasons already Keown to all. Severtheless. the Chinese people bheve com- 
sistentiy head esteem and friendly feeling for the Sewiet people and heave cherished the 
friendship between the two peoples, aad the Chinese Covwerumment Sos sade coremitt ior 
efforts to taprove the relations between the two cowstries aad to achiewe the sormsli- 
zation of relaticas. 


Chins is pursuing its independent foreign policy, sad is williag to develop its rele- 
ticas with s11 countries, iacleuding the Soviet Union, om the basis of the five 
principles of pesceful coexistence. The “hinese side has sincerely soped to iaprove 
Siae-Sewviet relatioes, ead to sormslize the relations between the two countries. It 
hes esiataiaed that this is sot only in accord with the fundamental taterrets of the 
peoples of the two countries, Sut also beneficial to Asia and to easing the tense wor ld 
sitestion. The Sevwiet side bas also said it cherished the same desires. Sowever, 
facts have proved thet sewere differences heave occurred between Chins and the Soviet 
Unioe ower soreslization of relatioas. The Soviet Unione has fully supported Vietam'’s 
iavasion of Kenpuches. It has sent its troops to occupy Afghanistan. It bas sleo 
messed its troops slong the border of the People’s Sepublic of “oagolia, Chins. ant the 
Seviet Unies. These sre the three asin obstructicas hampering the sorua.izetion of 
Simo-Soviet relations. In essence, they have constituted « threst to the safety of 
Chies. Sowewer. the Soviet Usiee to date is aot vet prepared to take anv action to 
remove its silitary threst to Chins. 


In Gcteber 1962, at the suggess‘on of the Cilsese Gowermment ae¢ throwsh consultations, 
the special envoys of the Chinese and Soviet Governments (at the deputy foreign 
sinisterial level) begen to Seld comsultations in Selling to discuss the sormslizat ios 
of Sinme-Seviet relaticas. ‘ to sow, four rounds of comsultations beve been beld ont 
comseltatioags will coatiawe to be beld.

Contacts Setwuees the Chias-USS2 Fricadship 
Association and the USSE-China Friendship Association have been restored and there 
ewe been exchanges of association anc specialized towrist delegations between the 
two countries. All this indicates that the Siac-Sewiet cousultaticas have proaxted 
the development of bilatersl costacts anc relations between the two countries. \% 
hope that this édevelopaeet will help remove obstacles between the two coustries and 
achiewe the sormalization of Sise-Soviet relations. 


At present. the peoples of Chins and the Soviet Umsce are shouldering the treaendous 
tasks of carrying owt ecomomic coustruction sat Bom. Developing and expanding the 
ties ead cooperatice betwees the two countries is specific fields oa the basis of 
equality, mutual benefits, aad helping supply cach other's seeds is bemeficial to the 
peoples of Chins ead the Soviet Union, apd to the ecomomgic coustructicoe of the two 
countries.

(Text) Seijing, Jume 17 (XINMUA) -—- China is sow experimenting with a sew enterprise 
leadership system, under which the factory director or massager alone assumes fol! 
responsibility for directing the production, management and operation of his or her 
enterprise. Taking the lead in this reform are Dalian, a port city is sortheast Chinas, 
and Changzhou, = industrial pioneer ia east China. Seijing, Tianjin, Shsaghsi and 
Shenyang will also experiment with the reforms in selected anits. This is regarded as 
an important step toward the complete reform of state enterprises. Its success will 
facilitate other reforms. and enable the enterprises to quickly improve efficieacy and 
profitability, according to economic experts. The present system, ia which the director 
operates ander the collective leacership of the factory party committee, sakes a0 dis- 
tiection between party leadership and esterprise saanagement,. which ofter leads to the 
replacement of the latter by the former. The director bas limited powers but great 
responsibilities. This is considered ome of the astor reasons for the poor operations 
and ecomomic returas of state enterprises. 


Uever the oew evetem, the factory director will hawe extensive powers. Under the lead- 
ership of the factory director, each enterprise will set up 4 sanagement committee 
composed of the director, the party committee secretary, the trade union chairman, 
engineering and technical persone! and workers’ representatives. The committee will 
aske aator production and operational decisions, leaving the factory director responsi- 
ble for the organization end isplementation of decisions. The day-to-day production ané 
operation of the enterprise will be controlled by the director. The director is 
ievested with the power to decide om the production and sales of products, the purchase 
of raw and semi-finished materials and the technical transformation of the enterprise, 
and to comtrol appoiatments, transfers, rewards and penalties among the workers and 
staff. The sew leadership sretem will free the perty committee from its day-to-day 
production and sdmeinistrative affairs, and enadle it to comcentrate its efforts on the 
party's work and the political and ideological work of the enterprise. It cam then play 
a supervisory role in the production snd administration of the enterprise.
